EVERY COIN YOU HANDLE HAS A STORY TO TELL! WHERE WAS IT MADE? WHO DESIGNED 
IT? HOW MANY DIFFERENT DESIGNS FOR THE SAME DENOMINATION CAN YOU REMEMBER? 
With the money we exchange every day, we do not realize how much has hapvened 
to money in the course of years. in the days of the Pilgrims, money was scarce. 
Many transactions in the early 17th Century were based on a commodity value in 
this country, tobacco, furs, wheat, whiskey, corn, ectc.e, were emergency curren- 
cies. Massachusetts was the first colony to stri'se its own coins. Based on 

the English system, they were called shillings, dated 1652, some showed the 
oak tree, others a vine tree. First U.S. coins were struck at the mint in 
Philadelphia. Gold, silver and copper. Nickel was first lmown and recognized 
in 1751 by a Norwegian Fngincer named Cronstedt. Dr. Feuchtwanger, a New York 
pharmacist, first recommended its use to Congress in 1837. First U.S. nic*el 
coinage apneared in 1865 in the 3-cent nickel pieces; in 1866 came the 5—cent 
nicltcol, this denomination is still coined today. Nickel coins wear better and 
are difficult to counterfeit.

Iowa 
itens, most of which are considered scarce, we seldom see in the auctions. 
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DID YOU KNOW: A vault has been built in the limestone of the Mammoth Cave 
in Kentucky which is to be opened in the year 2035. Among 
the many interesting items deposited there, are 100 Proof 
Lincoln Cents to delight the eyes of numismatists as yet 
not born? 


The First National Bank in the United States to open for 
business was in JOWA; The First National Bank of Davenport, 
Iowa, on June 29, 18637 


That no coins were issued by the mint at New Orleans, 
erected in 1838, since 1910, and that the mint was abandoned 
as such in 1932 and converted into a Federal Prison? 


IOWA HISTORY is revealed to us through the medium of our currency. The State of 
Iowa, as we now know, first belonged to France, later to Spain, and again in 
1800 was a possession of Francee In 1803, the United States bought the Iowa 
territory in the Louisiana Purchase, Wampum was the money used by the Indians. 
Iowa, in 1834, was made a ynart of what was ‘mown as the Territory of Michigan, 
and on July 4, 1836, became a part of the Wisconsin Territory, with Burlington 
as the capital city. From July 4, 1838, Iowa had its own laws and officers. 
Though Burlington was the capital city, Dubuque was the flourishing city with 
its lead mines, and need for a medium of exchange was acute, 


The Miners Bank of Dubuque issued $5, $10, and $50 currency. Very little currency 
was issued in Iowa, but some was issued in other states for use in Iowa, Currency 
was issued by banks in towns now no longer found on the maps. For one, the 
Farmers and Merchants Bank of Ashland, Iowa. Ashland was formerly located in 
Wapello County, its postoffice in existence from February 13, 1844 to August 18, 
1880, The currency issued in those days usually showed the activities of the day 
and industries of the time. The %5 note has a beautiful scene showing a farmer 
riding his saddle horse, with a head of fat cattle, much like those we see at the 


State Fairs today. Other carly Iowa bills, from towns now out of existence, depict 


the cutting of grain with the cradle; or the itinerant shoemaker; milking scenes, 
great river steamers on the Mississippi; and white settlers trading with the 
Indians.
